Former Senator Raps New 
Nationalism, Declaring It — 
Excites Only Ridicule. , 





By Associated Press. 

MARYSVILLE, O., Oct., 22.—Joseph 
B, Foraker, former United States’ 
Serator from Ohio, speaking here to- 
Gay, criticised the “new nationalism,” 
discussed the insurgent movement, in- 
dorsed the administration of Presi- 
cent Taft and pleaded for the elec- 
tion of the Republican State and Con- 
gressional ticket in Ohio. 

Mr. Foraker said in part: 

“The Republican party is engaged 
not only here in Ohio, but through- 
cut the entire country, in a contest 
' It is 
net only fighting for victory, but it 
is fighting for its life. It is not only 
confronted by its ancient enemy, but 
it Is menaced by internal dissensions 
that threaten its very existence.” 

Praises ‘Both Candidates. 

“If there was nothing more involved 
in this contest than a choice between 
men, no oné need be geriously con- 
cerned as to the outcome. 

“The candidates for fovernor are 
both fair and” able- "minded men of 
high character. Even unusual praise 
might be spoken ‘of both without flat, 
tery to either, for neither would be- 
tray a trust nor consciously allow any 
interest of the State to Suffer, 

“But |there is vastly more involved 
than a choice between Gov. -Harmon 
and Gov. Harding. EspeciaMly is this 
true to Republicans, for the Republi- 
cap party is engaged not only here 
in ‘Ohio, but throughout the whole 
country, inga contest of the most se- 
rious character and most far-reach- 
ing consequences. 

Of the Payne tariff law he said:

“The power it would give to the Pres- 
ident of the United States would be far 
more autocratic-and dangerous to the. 
liberties of this people than are those 
of any, monarchy in Europe. 

“The program has one saving feature, 
however. , There is about it all such a 
preposterfus ‘absurdity and sach an tn- 
sufferable egotism as to excite not only 
condemnation, but ridicule.”

Land in Wilds, 
Swim Icy Lakes

Stories of thrilling adventures are told 
by four of the balloonists who have just 
arrived in New York. Tpe four -aero- 
nauts are Jacques Faure and Ernest 
3chmolck, who left St. Louis in the 
Jondor, and Alfred Lé Blanc and W. 
le Mumm, who started in the Isle de 
France. 

The story of the Isle de France's 
‘light, as told by W. de Mumm, in 
Atsociated Press: dispatches from New 
York, is as follows: 

“Leaving St. Louis on Monday, we 
neaded straight.for Michigan. We sailed 
over Lake Michigar for six and a half 
16urs andthen over Lake Huron in- 
ro Canada. We fotind ourselves soon 
ibove a wilderness of Canadian forest. 
fhe wind became stronger and in an 
nstant, we were being swept on and 
on ac 60 miles an hour over an uninvit- 
ing country with no signs of inhabi- 
ation. < 

“Below us, packs of wolves raced, 
zrowling and snapping and looking all 
:00 anxious for prey. For two hours 
we were lost in the great wilderness. 
At 4 9’clock Wednesday morning, we 
dighted a railroad track and knew we 
were on the highway to civilization. 
Ws? lost not then an instant in descend- 
ing. 

' Moose Scampered Off. 
“We were 1500 feet in the air, and as 
"we started our ride downward, moose, 
elk, deer and mau.y other animal, raised 
their heads and scampered off as our 
‘raft appeared to descend on thefn. 

“Once on the ground aftér a perilous 
Jescent, we started out to find some 
human beings. We walked and ran 


1 half hours, came to a farm house, 
where we got food and drink. 

“We asked for aid in geting’ our bal; 
loon, and the next day the farmers ac- 
ompanied us into the woods, where we 
packed the parts together. The task 
of getting them out of the forest looked 
impossible, and we came away after 
offering $600 to anyone who would get 
the balloon to a railiroad.’’ 

The failure of the Condor to make a 
‘enger flight is ascribed by M. Faure 
t¢ the condition of his balloon, which 
Was weakened. he says, by exposure to 
wind and weather on the aecx of the 
steamship ieixcanet brought it from Eu- 
rope. 

"*the most neta incident of the 
Condor’s flight was a drop from a 
height of nearly two miles to less than 
fifty feet above the surface of Lake 
Michigan. Schmolck told of this ex- 
pe-ience as follows:

Net the Gatekeeper. ™ 

‘Bishop Charles Williams of Detroit, 
noted as a single taxer and an assail- 
ant of predatory wealth, replied: 

“I.am not the gatekeeper of heaven. 
I am not opposed to wealth. “I oppose 
crooked wealth. Formerly it was said 
that a rich man’s worth depended on 
how he spent his money., We now in- 
quire as to how a rich man gets his 
money. We judge him accordingly. I 
do not know much about Morgan’s 
wealth.. His wealth gives him no more 
influence in the Episcopal convention 
than has John Doe. ‘ 

“In fact, there are many men who, be- 
cause of their activity and intelligence, 
have a greater influence than Morgan. 
Morgan never makes a speech in the 
convention. Occasionally he makes a 
motion for adjournment.” 

“Would you say Morgan is not an 
especially intelligent member?” was 
asked.

IAIL SENTENCE 
HIDES COURT 


FORT SCOTT, Kan., Oct. 22.—Fred 
Warren, editor of The Appéal to Rea- 
son, and under sentence of six months 
in jail here for violating the postal laws, 
upon his return to Girardi mailed the 
folowing letter to the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals at St. Paul, 
which has his appeai under considera- 
tion: ° 


“On May 9 of this year I urged my 
case in your court. Three vears prior 
to that I was arrested, charged with 
defaming the character of ¢x-Gov. W. 
S, Taylor, by circulating through the 
mails an envelope on which was printed 
an offer of a reward for his capture 
and return. to the authorities of Ken- 
tucky. 

“I was convicted in the Federal Court 
at Fort Scott two years after my ar- 
rest and sentenced to six months in jail 
and to pay a fine of $1500. I appealed 
the case to your court, and appeared in 
my own defense because my lawyers 
were unwilling to make a plain state- 
ment of the case to you, devoid of tech- 
nicalities and legal verbiage. 

“IT stated to you that I had mailed the 
envelope in question and my reesons 
therefor, namely to call public. atten- 
tion to the decision of the Supreme 
Court of the United States wherein the 
kidnaping of three working men was 
declared not to be a violation of their 
constitutional rights. 

“After thus frankly ‘stating the facts, 
I had reason to expect that you would, 
without delay, decide the case. It is 
now six months since I submitted the 
matter to you,*and you have rendered 
no decision. I had waited two years 
for trial in the lower court, another 
year elapsed before I could get a hear- 
ing in your court., 

“Why this delay? Is this question 
so difficult of decision that you are in 
doubt as to my guilt. If so, am I not 
entitled to the benefit of that doubt, 
and to havé this charge against me 
dismissed, and to be .freed from the 
worry and annoyance and expense that 
I have endured for nearly four years? 

“As an American citizen, I demand 
that the constitutional guarantee of a 
Speedy trial be no longer denied me and 
that my case be disposed of at once. 
Justice delayed is justice denied.”

Sanitation and Proper Pre- 
paration of Food Elim- 
inates the Danger. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 22.—Cholera has 
lost its terror, It is no longer capable 
of inspiring the dread it once did. 
Only a very slight commotion was 
caused the other day when it became 
known that the disease had invaded 
the port of New York. As recently 
as in 1892 the arrival of cholera on 
shipboard threw the city into a panic, 
which was communicated to the rest 
of the country. 

It is less terrifying now because it 
is better known. Its nature and its 
methods of transmission are wunder- 
stood. And it is pretty well known 
that modern sanitation is its master.

Cleanliness Necessary. 
Nowadays. if proper precautions are 


taken, there is no great danger from 
In the first, place, there must 
be absolute cleanliness—not only clean- 
liness as it is popularly understood, but 
as it applies to the avoidance of the 
germ. All water, whether it is looked 
upon with suspicion or not, should be 
This 


or any other city, at any time. Every 
utensil and serving dish should be 
cleansed with boiled water, and if prac- 
ticable, they should be bofled, as should 
kitchen cloths. Files and ants 
should be killed and kept out, and es- 


‘pecially should all food and drink be 


protected from them. 

The hands of cooks, and all having 
to do with food, should be scrupulously 
clean. 


Careful Diet Necessary. 
Wo. uncooked vegetables or salads 


and milk should be 
eschewed entirely if possible. Fruit 
should be partaken of sparingly, and 
that which is unripe or over-ripe should 
be avoided. Jelly should be tabooed, as 
it is a good medium for the germs to 
thrive on. Errors in diet should be 
carefully avoided. 

All cases of illness, especially intesti- 
nal troubles, should be promptly treat- 
ed. Of course, isolation of the sick and 


- thorough disinfection are of paramount 


importance; and everything with which 

a cholera patient has been in contact 

should either be destroyed by fire or 

disinfected most carefully.

SAN BENITO, Tex.,; Oct. 
terurban railway system, 
have 30 miles of track, is being con- 
structed in this part of the Lower Rio 
Grande Valley by S. A. Robertson of 
San Benito and associates. The con- 
struction material for a large part of 
the line is alreadv on the ground, and 
the first division, which is to run be- 
tween San Benito and the Cowgill sug- 
ar cane plantation, is nearing compie- 
tion. lt is planned to have this divi- 
sion finished in time to handle this sea- 
son’s sugar cane crop of that planta- 
tion, as the railway will do both a 
freight and passenger business. The 
cars will be operated by — mo- 
tors. 

The construction of this interurban 
railway is a part of a great agricultural 
enterprise. The necessity for some con- 
venient and cheap means of transpor- 
tation arose out of the wonderful de- 
velopemnt of the sugar cane industry 
in this region. Spurs and branch lines 
will be run into the cane fields across 
farms where other products are raised. 
Cane Traffic Big Item. 

A big scope of territory will be 
given a direct transportation outlet, 
not only to the sugar mills of this 
section, but to San Benito. The farm- 
ers will be able to load products into 
cars in the fields without an expense 
of hauling them to a station, as in 
the case of steam railroads.

year, as crops are grown in winte: 
spring, surmmer and fall without inter 
ruption. As fast,as land is cleared oi 
one crop it is planted in something else. 
This does not apply, of course, to sugar 


seven to nine years, the new crop each 
season springing up from the old stub- 
ble and which occupies the land all sea- 
son. ’ 

In addition to traversing the farms, 
the interurban railways will connect a 
number of towns and will give a regu- 
lar passenger service between the differ- 
ent points. 

The plantations situated nearer the 
mouth of the Rio Grande are to be 
served by another railway system which 
will be built from Brownsville. . The 
survey and right of way for the latter 
system are now receiving the attention 
of the promoters.

On Nelson’s death, in 1805, Lady Ham- 
ilton (whose disgraced husband had died 
two years earlier) quickly ran through 
what money she had, and spent her last 
years in utter poverty. She died in 
1815, her old-time beauty, chafm and 
magical influence having long since 
deserted her.

Post, in its copyrighted financial review 


today, says: 

On a smaller scale, the stock mar- 
ket today repeated its action of yester- 
cay and the day before, That is to say, 
prices fell off a fraction, possibly on 
sales from London, but were immedi- 
ately driven up again, some of the ac- 
tive speculative shares going a full 
point over yesterday’s closing. The mar- 
ket ended strong and active, under 
the leadership of Stee] common and 
American Smelting. Foreign exchange 
closed slightly firmer. 

Abroad, the markets move with no 
great purpose. Money went slightly 
lower.on Lombard street, in response to 
some tentative relief granted by the 
Bank of France. On the other hand, 
the Vienna Bank rate rose from ¢ to 
5 per cent, showing how widespread are 
the conditions recognized two days ago 
by the Bank of England. 

Bank Statement Good. 

The bank statement showed by its 
actual week end figures that the as- 
sociated banks had been shifting 
loans again, not only to “the trust 
companies, but to other outside lend- 
ers——presumably interior banks. The 
weekly trust company statement re- 
ported increase of $5,000,000 in their 
loan account; the loan reduction at 
the banks was $12,600,000 and thair 
showing by daily averages made the 
figure much larger. Despite the 
heavy curtailment of loans and la- 
bilities the week's $5,200.000 loss by 
the banks causeg decrease in the 
surplus. The “average statement,” it 
is true showed $3,300,000 increase, but 
in a week of continuous speculation 
for the rise, the actual showing gives 
the real information. The week-end 
surplus reserve of $10,500, 000 is six 
‘millions under that of a year ago 
More interesting is the fact that ex- 
cess of loans over deposits, which 
was $25,400,000 a week ago rose to- 
day to $31,200,000. That is by far the 
highest excessof the sort reported 
Since the second week of January, 
1908. 

During the unsettled bank situa- 
tion of last winter and last spring, 
loans in the New York bank state- 
ment never went more than $27,000,- 
000 above deposits—the figure 
touched on April 30. 

The Rate Increase. 

Last Thursday's rise in the Bank 
of England rate to the unusually high 
figure of 5 per cent was apparently 
not directed at Wall street in the 
same degree as was the 5 per: cent 
rate of a year = this week. But 
what the bank directors appear to 
have had in mind is something which 
concerns the American market as 
well as London. Taking along with 
one another every recent uncertain- 
ty of London's Financial situation 
the grave public warning addressed 
to the international markets three 
weeks ago by the president of the’ 
Bank of Germany, and this week's 
procedure by the Bank of England, 
it is impossible to deny that the 
world-wide money market is not in 
a comfortable position. 

Its position sik or eight months ago 
we now know to have been extremely. 
bad. But it had been hoped that the 
Stock Exchange liquidation here and in 
EBurope,.with the simultaneous slacken- 
ing of trade activity and pause in crea- 
tion of new securities, had effectively 
mended matters. The most that can 
now be said, in the light of the recent 
events oh Europe’s market, is that an 
equilibrium has not been restored. We 
are still in the period where demand on 
capital, to sustain the structure of high- 
priced commodity markets, with ex- 
panded trade and public and private ex- 
travagance, seems to be out of propor- 
tion to the accumulation of new wealth. 
As an economic problem this is ex- 
ceedingly obscure. It at least suggests 
to thoughtful men, however, the ques- 
tion whether the state of things is not 
partly a sequel to the absence of any 
genuine readjustment of prices in the 
broader sense since the breakdown of 
1907.

To make matters worse, 
the Argentine crop is maturing favor- 
ably, indicating a crop above last year 
at 220,000,000 bu and an exportable sur- 
plus of 140,000,000 to compete with our 
higher priced grain, at atime when 
Europe should need some of our sup- 
plies. Millers also refuse to purchase 
large supplies of grain, as they. did a 
year ago, owing to the excessive charges 
in the present market. 

In corn the selling was by tired longs 
and eleventh-hour bears. Weather over 
the belt is ideal for the curing of the 
crop and the final yield will probably 
exceed all estimates. The fact that yel- 
low corn in Chicago sold 4c under 
December for 10-day shipment did much 
to make the pit element again bearish 
qn.this grain.

‘CHICAGO, Oct. 22.—Countess de Beau- 
fort, who formerly was Miss Ira Tracy 
‘Killgallen, daughter of M. H. Kilgallen, 
millionaire stee] man, is at St. Luke’s 
Hospital today in a very serious condi- 
tien from injuries that were received 
Thursday afternoon at her home under 
circumstances that everyone has made 
every effort to keep secret. 

The Countess has a broken left wrist 
and leg from what is declared to have 
been a fall over a balustrade. Count 
4e Beaufort is also nursing several 
minor wounds which he admits are fin- 
ger nail scratches. The Count has a 
severe scratch under his left eye, an- 
other on the right side of his nose and 
still a third on the right side of his 
thin. 

“That there is any connection between 
the injuries of the Count and the 
Countess is denied both by De Beaufort 
and Mr. Kilgalien, the explanation being 
given that the Count .was scratched 
Tr a tussle with a drunken negro an 
-hour after his wife had stepped on a 
Tug and fallen from the stair landing. 

De Beaufort gave this account of his 
Injuries: 

He Whipped the Negro. 
“My boy,” he said enthusiastically, “‘it 
Was just Ifke this: About an hour after 
the accident to the Countess I stepped 
out of the house. I. had just reached 
the bottom step when a negro jumped 
om-me. He was a most ferocious-looking 
feliow, believe me, my boy.

NEW YORK, Oct. 22.—Edgar Allan 
Poe is at last .n the Hall of Fame. 
Years of effort on the part of stanch 
supporters to get his name added to the 
list was rewarded by the announcement 
of Dr. John H. MacCracken, chairman 
of the Senate of New York Uniyersity, 
that the author of the “Raven,” with 
10 others, had been accorded this honor. 
The 11 names added are as follows: 

Harriet Beecher Stowe, 74 votes; Oliver 

Wendell Holmes and Edgar Allan Poe, 
69 votes each; Roger Williams, 64; 
Jamee Fennimore Cooper, 62; Phillips 
Brooks, 60; William Cullen Bryant, 59; 
Frances E. Willard, 56; Andrew Jackson, 
George Bancroft, 58 each, and John 
Lathrop Motley, 51. 
The total number of ballots cast was 
97 and the number required for choice 
was 561. Poe’s vote jumped from 43 in 
1905 to 69, an Increase of 27 votes. An 
analysis of the vote shows that of this 
69 votes, 21 were cast by college profes- 
sors, 17@by@professors of history and 
scientists, 18 by publicists, editors and 
authors, and 13 by jurists. 

Famous in the West. 
Contrary to the general impression, 
the memory of the poet is as famous in 
the West as in the South, according to 
thé vote. Since the last electiun, his 
fame increased more among college pro- 
fessors than among any of the other 
groups. “ 

As a result of today’s election the 
authors’ corner doubles its population 
and.goes far ahead of the statesmen 
in number. Eleven bronze tablets for 
the names chosen will be designed with 
an appropriate quotations from the 
words of each, and the formal unvelil- 
ing will take place in October, 1911, in 
the Hall of Fame at New York Untver- 
sity. 

The vote of 74 for Harriet Beecher 
Stowe {fs noteworthy, as the only one 
who received such a majority in the 
election in 195 was Louls Agassiz, and 
in the first election the number was sur- 
passed by only 14 names, including 
Washington, Lincoln, Grant and Emer- 
son. One of the most interesting results 
is that whereas the historian Motley 
gained four votes over the election of 
five years ago, the historian Parkma- 
lost two votes. Phillips Brooks gained 
11 votes. Oliver Wendell Holmes in- 
creased 20 votes, his competitors—Low- 
ell and Whittier—having been removed 
by election. 

In the vote for women the names chos- 
en are those of womén who Wwére not 
eligible at the last election, not having 
deen dead 10 years at that time. Of 
those who were voted for in the last 
election, but .still lack the necessary 
votes, Charlotte Saunders Cushman
